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Chairman's  Message 


In  my  previous  message  I  wrote  in  a  light-hearted  manner  on  Politicans.  The 
article  proved  an  immense  success  with  my  readers,  both  of  whom  have  written  to 
me  in  no  uncertain  language.  An  epitome  of  the  first  letter  is  “Don’t  sit  on  the 
fence,  state  the  form  of  Government  you  consider  best”.  The  answer  is  easy,  I 
would  immediately  place  the  “Shadow  Cabinet”  in  office.

In  my  opinion  the  Punter  can  never  hope  to  acquire  a  fuller 
measure  of  indispensable  information  and  guidance  than  is  provided  for  him  by 
the  betting  boards  of  the  crepe-de-chene  bookmakers.  If  your  Editor  permits  me 
the  necessary  space  I  will  write  an  article  on  the  “Mathematics  of  the  Betting 
Board”. 

The  Punter  must  at  all  time  avoid,  to  use  a  racing  vernacular,  the  “Tail  Puller”. 
This  gentleman  has  given  much  time  to  form  and  weight,  he  offers  such  a  logical 
argument  that  off  goes  your  head,  on  goes  a  pumpkin,  you  cop  the  tip,  rush  to  a 
bookmaker  and  back  a  loser.  The  philosophy  of  the  “Tail  Puller”  is  based  on  the 
following  type  of  logic.  You  become  drunk  on  Monday  by  drinking  Scotch  and 
Soda,  on  Tuesday  by  drinking  Gin  and  Soda,  on  Wednesday  by  drinking 
Vermouth  and  Soda.  By  the  logic  of  the  “Tail  Puller”  Soda  was  the  cause  of  you 
becoming  drunk  on  each  of  the  three  nights.

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MULTI-MILLION 
DOLLAR  COMPUTER 
ON  COURSE 

is  an  inbuilt  "robot”  laying  the  odds  service,  for  punters  -  says 
sporting  writer,  Tattersalls  Club  member  Bert  Lillye. 

“The  $5.6  million  computer  owned  jointly  by  the  AJC  and  STC,  is 
now  capable  of  providing  Sydney  on-course  punters  with  a  “robot” 
bookmaker  service”  says  Bert. 

It  was  confirmed  by  a  senior  computer  technician  at  Randwick.  The 
computer  tote  and  trifecta  betting  has  given  such  a  boost  to  on-course 
machine  betting  that  computer  technicans  are  constantly  seeking  new 
ideas. 


Sydney’s  computer  tote  went  into 
operation,  full  scale,  for  the  first  time 
in  June  last  year. 

The  on-course  tote  turnover  in 
1976  was  $56  million.  Since  the  new 
computer  was  installed  the  Sydney 
turnover  has  grown  to  $120  million  a 
year. 

“We  are  constantly  experimenting 
on  new,  attractive  betting  ideas  and 
we  have  a  few  ‘rabbits  in  the  hat’  for 
consideration  in  the  near  future,”  a 
computer  spokesman  said  last  week. 

At  an  unofficial  level,  consideration 
has  been  given  to  the  introduction  of 
a  “robot”  book-maker  to  provide 
tote  punters  with  a  service  similar  to 
that  given  by  bookmakers. 

“It  is  only  a  matter  of  programming 
the  computer  and  the  tote  will  be  able 
to  bet  prices,  based  on  supply  and 
demand,  the  same  as  bookmakers,” 
the  spokesman  confirmed. 

“Bookmakers  and  their  clerks  are 
skilled  at  keeping  ledgers  and  odds 
adjusted  to  betting  trends,  but  the 
human  brain  cannot  compete  with 
the  modern  computer.” 

The  AJC-STC  computer  is 
recognised  as  one  of  the  most 
up-to-date  course  total isator  facilities 
in  the  world. 

Consider  how  much  stronger  it 
would  become  with  fixed-odds 
betting,  issue  of  printed  tickets  and 
speedy  pay-out  facilities. 

The  Randwick  computer  tote 
improved  its  service  to  punters  just 
recently  when  every  window  was  a 
pay-out  unit  all  day. 

This  became  possible  when  the 
speed  of  the  pay-out  machinery  was 
increased  by  50  per  cent. 

The  computer  spokesman  explained 


that  the  new  equipment  can  be 
programmed  so  that  the  “robot” 
bookmaker  is  scaled  to  instantly  work 
on  various  percentages. 

“Naturally  the  bigger  the  pool  the 
more  attractive  the  odds,  but  the 
punter  would  know  exactly  what  his 
return  would  be  when  he  makes  his 
bet,”  he  said. 

It  is  then  a  matter  of  the  punter 
deciding  where  his  best  value  lies. 

Newcastle  Jockey  Club  Chairman, 
Roy  Mahony’s  colourful,  dynamic  and 
progressive  approach  to  racing,  is 
excited  with  the  prospects  of  the 
dramatic  improvements  to  take  place. 

Newcastle  racegoers  will  be  the 
first  to  benefit  from  a  revolutionary 
innovation  by  the  Sydney  computer 
tote. 

Twelve  windows  will  be  set  up  at 
Broadmeadow  racecourse  in  March 
to  provide  exactly  the  same  service 
as  is  available  that  day  on  the  Sydney 
racecourse. 

The  bank  of  12  windows  will  be 
linked  directly  with  the  Sydney  tote, 
providing  a  service  on  Sydney, 
Melbourne  and  Brisbane  races. 

“We  envisage  this  service  extending 
to  other  major  country  racecourses 
and  providing  such  attraction  to  the 
punter  that  it  would  combat  SP 
betting  in  most  big  centres,”  the 
computer  spokesman  said. 

Country  race  clubs  will  be  paid  a 
percentage  of  the  turnover,  but  they 
will  also  be  able  to  purchase  outright 
the  new  totalisator  equipment  that  is 
linked  to  the  Sydney  racecourse. 

It  is  estimated  that  it  will  cost 
$5,000  to  make  each  Newcastle 
betting  window  operational.

Oil  and  Gas  exploration  offshore 
was  stepped  up  from  40,236  km  in 
1978  compared  with  9.197  km  in 
1977.

Top  line  trainer,  Tattersall’s  Club  member  Tom  Smith,  who  prides  himself  on  his 


eye  for  a  horse,  would  surely  have  a  chip 
win  in  the  $10,500  Tattersall’s  Club  Cup 

And  Smith  would  certainly  have 
not  wanted  to  be  reminded  of  a 
conversation  with  fellow  trainer  John 
Poletti  in  New  Zealand  several  years 
ago  when  Poletti  “pinched”  Favoloso 
from  Smith. 

The  story  came  out  after  Favoloso 
upset  Grand  Express  the  7-4  on 
favourite  trained  by  Smith,  in  the 
Tattersall’s  Club  Cup. 

Favoloso  won  by  four  lengths  to 
give  apprentice  Stephen  Lake  his 
biggest  win. 

Poletti,  who  has  a  small  team  in 
work  at  Warwick  Farm,  recalled  that 
he  had  singled  out  the  Reindeer  —  Jinx 
colt  not  known  as  Favoloso  when  he 
attended  the  Trentham  yearling  sales 
in  New  Zealand  in  1974. 

He  found  a  stumbling  block  in 


on  his  shoulder  after  Favoloso ’s  runaway 
2400m,  at  Randwick. 


Smith,  who  also  liked  the  look  of  the 
colt. 

Smith  won  the  bidding  duel  to  get 
the  colt  for  $9,000. 

Poletti  said  “I  was  bitterly 
disappointed  because  I  had  wanted  to 
buy  the  colt  as  a  birthday  present  for 
my  wife.  Theresa. 

“I  went  to  Tom  and  said.  ‘Have  you 
got  an  owner  for  that  horse.’  He 
replied  no. 

“  ‘Let  me  have  him,  I  want  him  for 
my  wife.  You  can  train  him  if  you 
wish’.  ” 

Smith,  not  anxious  to  give  up  the 
colt,  said  he  would  think  about  it,  but 
finally  agreed. 

Favoloso  had  four  runs  for  Smith 


without  being  placed,  after  which  he 
transferred  to  Poletti’s  stable. 

Favoloso  has  now  won  four  races 
for  Mrs  Poletti  and  as  her  delighted 
husband  exclaimed:  “I’m  glad  I  was 
able  to  talk  Tom  into  letting  him  go  as 
a  yearling.” 

Lake  rode  Favoloso  confidently 
although  he  said  the  gelding  had 
jumped  the  crossings  in  the  early 
stages. 

“He  only  started  to  travel  properly 
coming  to  the  800m.  I  started  to  get 
hopeful  there,”  the  apprentice  said. 

Lake  managed  to  pocket  Ron 
Quinton  on  Grand  Express  passing  the 
700m  and  was  obviously  intent  on 
keeping  the  senior  rider  there. 

However,  Quinton  found  room  for 
the  disappointing  favourite  inside 
pacemaker  Bilgola  Boy  (11-2)  coming 
up  the  rise.  Grand  Express  had  every 
chance  from  that  point. 

He  engaged  the  winner  briefly  in  a 
battle  near  the  200m  but  shortened 
stride  when  pressure  was  really  applied.
